3- P rogress Report on Want Lists .. 0SSR Coordinator in 

the Acquisitions Branch of tHe'cIA Library, gave a report on the consolidated 

want lists of items difficult to procure. He stated that 6 of the agencies 
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had submitted infonaatioa for the want lists, with A*wy, Bavy, MSA, HST, 
State and l®IA yet to he heard fro*. Star* was discussion as to what to 
include in the lists, sad it was agreed that each agency submitting itasss 
should certify that all bibliographical searches hsd been sade prior to 
aubaissioa. It was agreed further that three lists will be Made of the 
consolidated wants: periodicals, trudy, and books and Monographs* Though 
the consensus of opinion was that there should be no cut-off date for the 
publishing date of books to be included, ambers ware urged to be reasonable 
in their reguests for beck issues of periodicals# 


k. Discussion of Possibility for pub lications Exchange with Certain Countries? 
The State aesfeer reported that his'Dipertaftat is studying the problem and 
getting the reaction of the various bureaus to the letter of 27 February 1959 
(pROCIE-D-lO) from the Cbairsan to Mr. Hugh 3. Cus»dng, The letter 

requested a statement of policy from the Departaant of State on the natter 
of e xchang in g publications with six countries with when the U.S. does not 
have diplomatic relations. It was agreed that no coordinated SBO03B study 
s h ou ld be prepared until a reply has been received from the Xtoper truant of State* 


5. Status Report on F.L« 4 80 Erograa . The MSP amtovr gave a progress report 
t , on current n^otiationaTBitween the National Science Foundation and Israel. 

Additional contracts are being negotiated with Poland and Jugoslavia. ®» 

Chairman suggested that th® national Science Foundation provide FROCIB sefoars 
vith program papers, oo’jastry by country. The Library of Congress nesiber called 
attention to a circular letter of 13 March 1959 fn» the Bureau of the Budget 
requesting suplaaental budget submission for foreign currency progress authorised 
by section 104 of the Agricultural Tirade Development and Assistance Act of 1954, 
as amended* Aaoag other things, this letter suggested that th® agencies should 
c ons ult with the Department of State with respect to the foreign policy aspects 
of their proposed budget request and to indicate the Department 11 s views thereon, 
prior to svbsdsslbn to the Bureau of the Budget. 25X1 Ala

The Agriculture 
meaner raised the question whether »g*i- government f imaeial siqyport could be 
secured. The Chairman reported on the Joint experlwnt being ecmducted by 
the Library of Congress and the Joint Publications. Bessarab, Service to prepare 
the Monthly lodes: of Chinese Accessions . Procedures are being worked out in 
an att'i^ttoliirrlve at the mefiTm eiSKiiie way to prepare this publication, yet 
consiatont with the high standards of the Library of Congress. Members of 
PKOCIB win be kept info-rased of the progress of this project. The Chairman 
requested that each nssi&ar assess the value of the three publications discussed, 
and be prepared to report at the nest meting.
